Ambassador Standley seems to have 
stirred up a hornets’ nest at Washington, 
if nowhere else, by expressing the opinion 
that the Russian people have not been 
well enough informed as to the amount 
of material assistance given them under 
the lease-lend policy.. The statement was 
apparently made “on his own,” not as be- 
ing the view of the government of the 
United States, and the text when pub- 
lished may show it to have been less 
charged with explosives than the press 
summaries indicated. 

Meanwhile, the vital thing is that the 
tanks and guns and planes are reaching 
the Red army in huge numbers and are 
being put to excellent use by it. If there 
has been any lack of publicity that would 
reach the masses Russia, that can be 
made up as time passes and the informa- 
tion will spread widely in any event. 
Stalin, too, knows his Russian soldiers. 
Perhaps he thought they would fight bet- 
ter if they were left to suppose they were 
surging ahead under their own mechanical 
“steam” and without much outside help 
in the way of.tools and transport—though 
the labels on these should show they did 
not come from Russian factories.
